Stellar September 
not proof of a wider 
rally, analysts warn

When you open your quarterly 
financial statements in the next few 
weeks, you might be both pleased 
and puzzled. 

Despite the economic doldrums, 
the stock market put together a siz- 
zling 11 percent return over the past 
three months, including its best 
September since 1939. For a time 
Thursday, the Dow Jones indus- 
trial average for a time appeared 
headed for 11,000. 

But the gains are deceptive, 
market analysts say. While news 
about the economy has improved, 
there’s no reason to believe it’s roar- 
ing back. And the big advance was 
driven by a relatively small num- 
ber of traders playing with a lot 
of money. 

“I think a lot of this is just mis- 
guided optimism,” says Rob Arnott, 
chairman of Research Affiliates, 
an investment firm in Newport 
Beach, Calif. “The headwinds we 


face are pretty daunting.” 

In other words, few are calling it 
the beginning of the next bull mar- 
ket — not with unemployment still 
near 10 percent and stocks bound 
in what market technicians call a 
trading range. 

Still, the gains were impressive. 
In September alone, the Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index rose 9 percent, 
the Dow almost 8 percent and the 
Nasdaq composite index more than 


12 percent. Every sector of the mar- 
ket was up. 

September is usually the mar- 
ket’s worst month. This time, it was 
the third-best month of any kind 
in 10 years, narrowly trailing only 
March 2003 and April 2009. 

So why the rally? Economic 
news was enough to dispel fears 
of a so-called double-dip recession. 
And investors started concluding 
that probable Republican pickups

Bias-crime charges are possible 
against two Rutgers University stu- 
dents accused of secretly streaming 
online video of a sexual encounter 
between a man and a male class- 
mate who later jumped off a bridge, 
prosecutors said Thursday. 

The body of Tyler Clementi, 
18, was identified Thursday after 
being found in the Hudson River 
a day before. His roommate, Dhar- 
un Ravi, and fellow Rutgers fresh- 
man Molly Wei, both 18, have 
been charged with invading his 
privacy. 

Middlesex County prosecutors 
say that they used a webcam to sur- 
reptitiously transmit a live image of 
Clementi having sex Sept. 19 and 
that Ravi tried to webcast a sec- 


ond encounter on Sept. 21, the day 
before dementi’s suicide. 

“Now that two individuals have 
been charged with invasion of pri- 
vacy, we will be making every effort 
to assess whether bias played a role 
in the incident, and, if so, we will 
bring appropriate charges,” pros- 
ecutor Bruce J. Kaplan said in a 
news release.

Pakistan Cuts off Supply Route 



Afghan border shut 
in reaction to latest 
NATO copter attack 

Islamabad 

Pakistan closed the most impor- 
tant supply route for U.S. and 
NATO troops in Afghanistan after 
a coalition helicopter attack killed 
three Pakistani soldiers at a border 
post Thursday, raising tensions in 
a vital relationship for both Islam- 
abad and Washington. 

NATO said its helicopters 
entered Pakistani airspace and hit 
a target only after receiving ground 
fire. The alliance expressed con- 
dolences to the families of the sol- 
diers and said both nations would 
investigate the incident. 

A lengthy ban on supply trucks 
would place intense strain on the 
U.S.-Pakistani relationship and hurt 
the Afghan war effort. But that was 
seen as unlikely, as neither Islam- 
abad nor Washington can afford a 
meltdown in ties at a crucial time 
in the nine-year-old war. 

Briefly closing the route would 
serve a different purpose — a timely 
reminder by Pakistan of the lever- 
age it has over the United States in 
Afghanistan just as the American- 
led coalition there is under grow- 
ing public and political pressure 
to show success. 

The blockade left 150 trucks 
lined up along the fabled Khyber 
Pass carrying fuel, military vehicles, 
spare parts, clothing and other non-

lethal supplies for foreign troops. 
Pakistan’s other main route into 
landlocked Afghanistan, in Chaman 
in the southeast, stayed open. 

While NATO and the Unit- 
ed States have alternative supply 
routes into Afghanistan, the Paki- 
stani ones are the cheapest and most 
convenient. About 80 percent of the 
coalition’s non-lethal supplies are 
transported over Pakistani soil after 


being unloaded at docks in Kara- 
chi, a port city in the south. 

It was the third time in less than 
a week that NATO choppers in pur- 
suit of militants behind attacks on 
coalition bases have crossed over the 
Pakistani border and fired on tar- 
gets. Pakistani officials had warned 
after the earlier strikes that they 
would stop allowing NATO convoys 
if it happened again, (ap) 


Ecuador Falls Into Disorder After Angered Police Go on Strike 


Quito, Ecuador 

The Ecuadorian government 
declared a state of siege Thursday 
after rebellious police angered by a 
law that cuts their benefits plunged 
this small South American nation 
into chaos, roughing up the presi- 
dent, shutting down airports and 
blocking highways in a nation- 
wide strike. 


Incensed officers shoved Presi- 
dent Rafael Correa around and pelted 
him with tear gas and water when 
he tried to speak at a barracks in the 
capital. Correa, 47, was hospitalized 
due to the effects of the gas. 

The state of siege puts the mili- 
tary in charge of public order, sus- 
pending civil liberties and allow- 
ing soldiers to carry out searches 
without a warrant.

Hundreds of officers involved 
in the insurrection took over police 
barracks in Quito, Guayaquil and 
other cities.

Court Orders India Holy Site Split 


Compromise meant 
to end 150-year-old 
dispute over mosque 

Lucknow, India 

For 150 years, Hindus and Mus- 
lims both claimed a site that is 
sacred to their religions, which 
triggered some of the worst riot- 
ing in India’s history. On Thurs- 
day, a court came up with a com- 
promise: Split it. 

Both sides said they would 
appeal, and the muted reaction to 
the potentially explosive verdict gen- 
erated hopes that the increasingly 
confident country, with its grow- 
ing regional clout and skyrocketing

economy, has moved beyond its divi- 
sive history. “[This] shows that we 
have become a mature nation,” said 
Kamal Farooqui, a member of the 
Muslim Personal Law Board. 


The dispute over the religious 
site in the city of Ayodhya, 350 
miles east of New Delhi, has been 
one of the country’s most conten- 
tious issues. Hindus argued that the 
Babri Mosque erected there by Mus- 
lims in 1528 stood on the site of the 
birthplace of the Hindu god Rama, 
and they filed suit in 1950. 

In 1992, while the legal case lin- 
gered, tens of thousands of Hindu 
extremists ripped apart the mosque 
with spades, crowbars and their bare 
hands as security forces watched. A 
small tented shrine to Rama now 
stands. The demolition sparked 
nationwide riots that killed 2,000 
people and shook the foundations 
of India’s claim to be a multieth- 
nic, secular democracy, (ap)

As Emanuel prepares to exit as Obama’s chief of staff, he leaves a mixed legacy 


Washington 

The expected departure of White House 
chief of staff Rahm Emanuel Friday to 
pursue a run for mayor of Chicago brings 
to an end a two-decade period in which 
the operative-turned-congressman- 
turned-operative served as a central 
player in the political positioning of 
the Democratic Party. 

From his role as political direc- 
tor in the Clinton White House to 
his stint as chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Congressional Campaign Com- 
mittee in the 2006 cycle — when he led 
the retaking of the House from Repub- 
licans — to the role he will leave Fri- 
day, Emanuel was intimately involved 
in nearly every aspect of the Democrat- 
ic party’s political strategy. 

So, as Emanuel heads out of town to 
re-enter the rough-and-tumble world of 
Chicago politics, the question is: What 
did he mean for the party nationally? 

The answer to that question appears 
to be that there is no simple answer. 

“He embodies the best and worst of 
Washington politics,” said one senior

party strategist granted anonymity. 

The best? Emanuel’s results-orient- 
ed approach. The worst? “He had no 
problem with alienating key constit- 
uencies to score a point in the short 
term,” the source added. 

What’s fascinating is that almost 
no one is without an opinion. 

Liberals expressed displeasure 
about what they saw as Emanuel’s ten- 
dency to settle for a half loaf on major 
policy fights. It was Emanuel, they said, 
who pushed for a scaled-back version of 


health-care reform in the wake of Sen. 
Scott Brown’s, R-Mass., stunning vic- 
tory in January. 

The view of Emanuel is far different 
among campaign specialists. “Rahm’s 
presence at the White House provided 
peace of mind,” said Monica Dixon, a 
longtime campaign strategist. “It was 
comforting to know that as part of the 
chief of staff’s skill set, there was a 
voice who knew from experience what 
it takes to raise money, do research, 
manage winning campaigns and tackle 
the challenging decisions made by the 
party committees.” 

Given that split, it’s a near-certain- 
ty that what happens to Democrats 
on Nov. 2 will be interpreted in wild- 
ly variant ways. 

For Emanuel’s detractors, signifi- 
cant Democratic losses will be evidence 
that his unwillingness to swing for the 
fences left the party base dispirited and 
uninterested. For his supporters, the 
losses will be attributed to a too -ideal- 
istic White House unwilling to follow 
Emanuel’s political advice to the letter.

D.C. to Bring HIV Testing to DMV

Program will offer 
$15 to participants, 
provide counseling 

Washington 

Starting Tuesday, getting tested for 
HIV in the District will be as easy 
as renewing a driver’s license. 

In what District officials say is 
the first effort of its kind nation- 


wide, the city will partner with a 
nonprofit to offer free HIV testing 
at the Department of Motor of Vehi- 
cles in Penn Branch — with partic- 
ipants receiving up to $15 to help 
defray DMV costs. 

The year-long project would be 
another way to reach residents in 
a city where a 2008 epidemiology 
update concluded 3 percent of the 
population had tested positive for 
HIV/AIDS. 


“We wanted to have a broad 
audience and a captive audience. 
You’re captive at the DMV,” said 
Angela Fulwood Wood, chief oper- 
ations officer of Family and Medi- 
cal Counseling Service, a Southeast 
nonprofit group that already tests 
5,000 District residents a year. 

But the program takes two other 
unusual steps: It offers up to $15 to 
help offset the costs of DMV servic- 
es and provides immediate coun- 


seling as well as medical attention. 
Based on behavior at other free test- 
ing programs, organizers expect to 
test about 3,000 people annually, 
roughly 15 percent of the custom- 
ers at the DMV location. Rapid oral 
test results at the DMV office will 
be available in 20 minutes. 

The goal, however, goes beyond 
testing. “We’re normalizing people’s 
thoughts of testing,” Wood said.

Work to Begin on 
Region’s Tallest 
Office Building 

Arlington 

New York-based Monday Proper- 
ties plans to begin work soon on 
what it says will be the Washing- 
ton area’s tallest office building, a 
30-story Rosslyn tower twice the 
height of the tallest office build- 
ings in the District.

Donovan McNabb is going back 
to Philadelphia on Sunday for the 
first time since being traded to the 
Eagles in the offseason. He made 
six Pro Bowls — including last 
year’s — and five NFC champion- 
ship games as an Eagle, but, like 
most Philadelphia sports heroes, 
the potential hall-of-fame quar- 
terback always seemed to get more 



press for his almosts instead of his 
accomplishments. 

Those almosts came to an end in 
the offseason, when McNabb was 
traded to Washington and Kevin 
Kolb was promoted to the Eagles’ 
starting quarterback. But Kolb’s 
concussion in Week 1 opened the 
door for Michael Vick’s football 


resurrection and made Sunday’s 
game far more intriguing than it 
was already set up to be. 

In a town starved for a cham- 
pionship during most of his time 
there (the Phillies won in 2008), 
McNabb was a persistent target of 
criticism despite his performance as 
one of the driving forces behind the 
Eagles’ consistent success. With a 
demeanor that makes him come off 
as one of the league’s nice guys, the 
timing of his return is made more 
odd because of the ascendance of

Vick, who did time in prison mid- 
career for convictions related to a 
dog-fighting ring. 

While McNabb played down any 
role he had in helping Vick assimi- 
late back into the league last season 
when they both played for the Eagles, 
he repeatedly mentioned Wednesday 
how he was happy to see Vick had 
gone from perceived villain to topic 
of early season MVP chatter. 

“I think now people are starting 
to learn more about Mike the person, 
not just the football player,” McNabb 
said. “I was happy at the fact that 
[the Eagles’ front office] stuck their 
neck out for him to give him that 
opportunity. Obviously, it’s working 
well for them right now.” 

McNabb isn’t having such a bad 
season himself. The Redskins’ new 
quarterback has thrown for 833 
yards in three games. His 60.8 
completion percentage and 89.2 
quarterback rating are both above 
his career averages. 

McNabb — who was famously 
booed by fans upon being selected 
third overall in the 1999 draft — said 
he couldn’t exactly gauge what his 
emotions would be when he stepped 
onto Lincoln Financial Field Sun- 
day. And while he anticipated a pos- 
itive reception, he sounded like he 
was ready for anything. 

“There are a lot of people who 
truly were accepting of the things 
that I was able to do and respect- 
ed me as a person and as a play- 
er,” McNabb said. “I do feel like I 
was appreciated in Philadelphia.”

Citizen Zuckerberg 

Let’s get one thing straight: “The 
Social Network" is not “Citizen Kane." 
But let’s get another thing straight: 
Mark Zuckerberg, the Facebook 
founder played by Jesse Eisenberg, 
has an awful lot in common with 
Charles Foster Kane. 

“The Social Network" is about the 
start of Facebook, the idea for which 
Zuckerburg either 
did or did not steal 
from other Harvard 
students. Zucker- 
burg is a genius and a 
complete ... well, let’s 
say it rhymes with 
“frouchejag," just like 
Orson Welles’ boy 
genius. Both enjoy a meteoric rise, 
though one dies alone in a castle, and 
the other was on “Oprah" last week. 

There’s one major difference: 

Kane wants everything Zuckerberg 
considers a distraction: fame, for- 
tune, women. It’s repeated over and 
over again in “The Social Network" 
that Zuckerberg doesn’t care about 
money, and it’s easy to believe that it’s 
true. He wears hoodies not as a mid- 
dle finger to The Establishment, but 
because that’s what his mom bought 
him when he was in high school. 

So, both men get wildly famous 
and wildly rich by being driven by dif- 
ferent desires. One wants to create, 
one wants to have. But do their rea- 
sons really matter when they leave a 
trail of wounded friends behind them? 

Zuckerberg’s real story, of course, 
is yet to be written. But the quietly 
wrenching final scene in “The Social 
Network" certainly makes you wonder 
what he’ll whisper on his deathbed.

Film Review 

“The Social Network” is the kind 
of movie that by all rights shouldn’t 
work. A verbose compendium of 
scenes of people talking to one 
another largely in college dorms, 
a Palo Alto ranch house or a law 
office conference room, “The Social 
Network” has another thing not 
going for it: It’s centered on com- 
puters, the kiss of death of mod- 
ern cinema. 

But when a talky movie’s talk 
has been written by Aaron Sor- 
kin (“The West Wing”), and those 
words have been animated by the 
visual brio of director David Finch- 
er, what looks on paper like a stat- 
ic series of dead-end conversations 
comes to life as a vital, engaging, 
even urgent parable for our age. As 
the dramatized story of Facebook 
founder Mark Zuckerberg, who 
invented the site in 2003 while a 
Harvard sophomore, “The Social

Network” can’t be taken as the 
literal record of events — which 
ultimately involved Zuckerberg 
being sued by his partners and 
competitors. 


The rhythms and rhymes of 
“The Social Network” establish 
themselves in the film’s small mas- 
terpiece of an opening scene, when 
Zuckerberg (Jesse Eisenberg) and 
his girlfriend, Erica (Rooney Mara, 
the new Lisbeth Salander for all 
you “Girl With the Dragon Tattoo” 
fans), trade barbs over beers in a 
Cambridge pub. Prickly, defensive, 
always five steps ahead, Zucker- 
berg is clearly peeved that his date 
pines for guys who row crew. He’s 
brilliant but clueless, putting Erica 
down because she goes to Boston 
University but painfully aware that 
he can’t get into Harvard’s elite 


final clubs. He may be a program- 
ming genius, but he’s an emotional 
idiot. When the conversation goes 
fatally south and the girl breaks up 
with him, he responds with what 
has become the mantra of his gen- 
eration: “Is this real?” 

What ensues is a narrative that 
hews closely to classic American 
tales of ambition, ingenuity, com- 
petition and betrayal. 

Zuckerberg may not be larger 
than life, but thanks to this swift, 
smart, beautifully crafted film, 
his on-screen avatar gets to impart 
truths that always will be. ann hor-

‘Superman’ packs 
an emotional punch as 
a critique of the U.S. 
educational system 

Film Review 

Many documentaries make you 
cry. They often present seeming- 
ly insolvable problems. But “Wait- 
ing for ‘Superman,’” filmmak- 
er Davis Guggenheim’s scathing, 
moving critique of American pub- 
lic education, makes you actually 
want to do something after you 
dry your eyes. 

While there’s little doubt that 
controversial D.C. Schools Chan- 
cellor Michelle Rhee, who appears 
prominently in the film, has at 
some point provoked tears, there’s 
nothing about her blunt commen- 
tary that would make anyone mist 
up, as sad as the state of Washing- 


ton’s public schools is. As the film 
points out, Washington, D.C., has 
the lowest eighth-grade reading 
proficiency rate in the country. 

If there’s a villain in the piece, 
it’s Randi Weingarten, the presi- 
dent of the American Federation 
of Teachers. Her union, and its 
historical institutional resistance 
to such things as teacher evalua-

tions, merit pay and the elimination 
of automatic tenure, are here seen 
as self-serving at best, if not down- 
right harmful to children. 

But there are others in the 


film with greater emotional pull 
on the audience. One of them is 
Geoffrey Canada. The founder of 
the Harlem Success Academy, a 
New York City charter school, he 
gives the film its title when he 
tells the story of his childhood 


disappointment upon learning 
that Superman would never come 
to save him. 

Disillusionment pervades “Wait- 
ing for ‘Superman.’”

Cinematic Claustrophobia 

Ryan Reynolds has

Film Review 

With “Buried,” director Rodrigo 
Cortes and actor Ryan Reynolds 
engage in the kind of extreme real- 
time filmmaking once practiced by 
Alfred Hitchcock in “Rope” (and, 
more recently, on “24”)? setting up 
an experiment in limitation that, 
at least until the movie’s deflating 
final payoff, manages to tap into 
our deepest anxieties. 

From its very first moments, 
“Buried” lets viewers know they’re 
in for something different — and 
disturbing. With the screen in com- 
plete darkness, we initially hear 
only bumping, then a man panting 
and groaning. Finally, the flick of 
a lighter: It’s Paul Conroy (Reyn- 



ments that manage to infuse “Bur- 
ied” with the possibility of escape. 
And perhaps the only people more 
eager than Conroy to get out of the 
box will be filmgoers themselves, 
who are plunged into the protag- 
onist’s plight. 

Reynolds, best known as a 
romantic comedy leading man, 
earns his bones as a dramatic 
actor, with points for eschewing 
vanity and starring in a movie 
where he can’t be seen much of 
the time.

Tony Curtis, an actor who rose 
to movie stardom in the 1950s by 
blending street attitude with near- 
pretty looks, gave compelling dra- 
matic performances in “Sweet 
Smell of Success” and “The Defi- 
ant Ones,” and became a comic icon 
as a cross-dressing Jazz Age musi- 
cian in “Some Like It Hot,” died of 
cardiac arrest Wednesday at his 
Las Vegas-area home. He was 85. 

Curtis was a veteran of more 
than 100 films of wildly varying 
quality. But his leading roles in 
“Sweet Smell of Success” ( 1957 ) and 
“Some Like It Hot” ( 1959 ) assured 
him high regard among genera-

tions of movie watchers. 

After a hardscrabble childhood, 
Curtis realized his looks could be 
an escape to a better life, and his 
sex appeal launched his career in 
the late 1940s. Curtis sustained a 


career for more than five decades 
and surprised reviewers with his 
deft handling of a range of char- 
acters. 

When he first came to Holly- 
wood, Curtis was among the young 
beefcake performers, including 
Rock Hudson, hired by Universal- 
International Pictures afterWorld 
War II. Curtis was cast in fantasy 
and action films such as “Son of 
Ali Baba” (1952) and “The Black 
Shield of Falworth” (1954). 

In 1951, Curtis attracted a lot 
of press attention by marrying a 
co-star, Janet Leigh, the first of 
his six wives. One of their daugh- 
ters, Jamie Lee Curtis, also became 
an actress. 

Curtis told the London Inde- 
pendent in 1996: “Movies have 
given me the privilege to be an 
aristocrat, to be the prince.” ad am

sen) suggests he lie low for a while and 
await further orders.

Cobb (Leonardo DiCaprio) makes his 
living navigating the minds of other 
people, sharing their dreams and steal- 
ing ideas in an elaborate psychological 
gambit known as “extraction." Cobb has 
worked mostly with businesses engaged 
in super-complicated corporate espio- 
nage. But rather than steal an idea, a 
client named Saito (Ken Watanabe) hires 
Cobb to plant one in the mind of Robert 
Fischer (Cillian Murphy), the would-be 
heir to an energy conglomerate, in a 
process called “inception.” It’s a tough

job, and Cobb proceeds to assemble a 
crack team of dream-weavers to help 
him pull it off. a. h. 

JOHN RABE (NR, 134 minutes) John Rabe 
(1882-1950) wasa German businessman 
and Nazi party member. He has been 
called the Oskar Schindler of China for his 
efforts to save hundreds of thousands of 
Chinese lives during the 1937 siege of that 
city by the Japanese. The fictionalized 
telling by German writer-director Florian 
Gallenberger is actually a pretty gripping 
yarn. When the invading Japanese troops 
start massacring and raping innocent Chi- 
nese citizens, Rabe helps set up a neutral 
“safety zone” within the city, off-limits 
to both Chinese and Japanese troops. 
His odd partners in this endeavor are 
a Nazi-hating American doctor (Steve 
Buscemi), a German Jewish diplomat 
(Daniel Bruehl) and the French head- 
mistress of a Chinese girl’s school (Anne 
Consigny). m.o. 

LEGEND OF THE GUARDIANS: THE 
OWLS (PG, 90 minutes) “Through our 


gizzards, the voices of the ages whisper 
to us, and tell us what’s right,” intones 
a dignified owl in the sepulchral tones 
inflections of Hugo Weaving. How you 
respond to this bit of feathery hokum 
will determine how you’ll feel about this 
film. Does its majesty send a shiver up 
your spine? Or does the very idea of an 
animated owl delivering this line induce 
— pardon me — hoots of laughter? The 


animated film follows two owlet brothers 
whose destinies come into conflict, d.k. 
MACHETE (R, 104 minutes) As capital-m 
Machete, Danny Trejo makes a ferocious 
first impression as a Mexican cop. In the 
film’sopening minutes, heand hissmall-m 
friend are shown severing the heads of 
three drug-cartel goons with a single 
stroke. The eventsetsthetoneforthe rest 
of the movie, whose violence isso absurdly 


over the top as to be comical. The movie, 
co-directed by Robert Rodriguez and his 
longtime editor, Ethan Maniquis, is one big 
comic book. It’sbetterallaround if you can 
laugh at it. m.o. 

NEVER LET ME GO (R, 103 minutes) Di- 
rector Mark Romanek’s film epitomizes 
the kind of somber, aesthetically refined 
and morally engaged film that commands 
deep respect without inspiring much af- 


fection. Adapted from the highly regarded 
novel by Kazuolshiguro, this ambitiously 
restrained film will most likely please 
fans of the book’s dire speculative vision. 
The story is narrated by Kathy (Carey Mul- 
ligan), who, as the movie opens, explains 
that she started her young life in the 
1970s, at a well-tended British board- 
ing school called Hailsham. There, she
